Christy Asks 
Change in 
Parole Law 


DR. J. 0. CHRISTY 
Dr. J. G. Christy of 
Festus, 
candidate for the Democratic nom­ 
ination for Lieutenant governor, 
said Wednesday that he did not 
believe the lieutenant 
governor 
should serve on the state board 
of probation and parole. 
He asserted that if elected he 
would ask 
the 
legislature 
to 
change the law and remove the 
state’s second in command from 
the board. 
“During the 1937 session of the 
Missouri Legislature a law 
was 
passed creating a Board of Pro­ 
bation and Parole,” he said in a 
formal statement. Under the pro­ 
visions of that law, the Board shall 
consist of three members, two of 
whom shall be appointed by the 
Governor and the third member 
of said Board shall be the Lieu-

Three-day-old mourning dove in stuble field.

The mourning dove is one 
of 
America’s 
most 
beautiful 
and 
valuable 
game 
birds. 
Certain 
problems confront those who seek 
to prevent this splendid bird from 
joining 
the 
extinct 
passenger 
pigeon, which it so closely resem­ 
bles. 
In the mourning dove’s resem­ 
blance to the gone but not 
for­ 
gotten passenger pigeon lies part 
of our story. 
In contour and col­ 
oring there is a marked similarity. 
The passenger pigeon, however, 
was a bit 
larger. 
The 
extinct 
species and the 
mourning 
dove 
look very much alike in one out­ 
standing respect—they are 
the 
only native American doves with 
long pointed 
tails. 
All 
others 
have square tails. 
The 
similarity 
between 
the 
mourning dove and the passenger 
pigeon is constantly giving rise to 
reports that individuals of the ex­ 
tinct species have been seen. Old 
timers, who can remember the 
passenger pigeon, will get hasty 
glance at a mourning dove—and 
immediately 
become 
convinced 
they have seen a specimen of the 
vanished birds. The U. S. Biolog­ 
ical Survey is constantly receiving 
reports of passenger pigeons hav­ 
ing been seen. 
For many years the Survey sent 
ornithologists in investigate 
the 
more promising of these reports 
and even continued to do so after 
the fact of extermination had been 


completely established. 
Nothing 
ever came of 
these 
expeditions 
and we may well accept the truth 
that the passenger pigeon is ex­ 
tinct. 
What was probably 
the 
last living member of this species 
died in 1914 in the Cincinnati Zoo. 
This particular bird, a 
female, 
was hatched and raised in captiv­ 
ity. 
The passenger pigeon had 
undoubtedly been extinct in the 
wild some time before 1914. 
NO MYSTERY 
Despite many far-fetched ex­ 
planations— such as that climatic 
disturbances 
exterminated 
t h e 
species or even that 
they 
were 
blown to sea to perish—there is no 
mystery about the extinction of 
the passenger pigeon. 
His entire 
race was slaughtered by man. The 
story of that slaughter is as shame­ 
ful as the record of any mass m ur­ 
der in history—and one of which 
the white man cannot be proud. 
Perhaps never before had there 
been such a bounty of one species 
of wildlife as there was 
of 
the 
passenger pigeon when the white 
man discovered America. 
Liter­ 
ally billions of birds were found 
in single flocks. 
Their flight act­ 
ually blacked out the sun, as ef­ 
fectively as 
an 
eclipse. 
They 
would frequently settle on trees 
in such numbers as to cause large 
limbs to break off. 
They were so 
plentiful that they could often be 
beaten to the ground from flights 
with no more equipment than a 
long stick. That was not so many 
years ago. 
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Today there isn’t a single pas­ 
senger pigeon left in the world— 
and greedy cruel market hunters 
are responsible for the bird’s ex­ 
tinction. 
The story of how hun­ 
dreds of thousands of these birds 
were trapped, their heads snapped 
with pincers; the story 
of 
how 
hundreds of thousands of nesting 
passenger pigeons were ruthlessly 
slain; the story of how thousands 
of barrels of these 
birds 
were 
shipped to market not a 
pretty 
story. 


REVOLTING STORY 


It is a story so revolting 
that 
one does not like to even 
think 
about it. 
It is a part of our his­ 
tory that will bother 
the 
con­ 
sciences of thoughtful people for 
all time. 
If the vast numbers of 
passenger pigeons could be wiped 
out, then no species of wildlife is 
safe from extermination, unless a 
constant vigil is maintained. 
It is a significant 
fact 
about 
wildlife that nature herself often 
will turn against 
a 
threatened 
species. Modern wildlife manage­ 
ment stresses the fact 
that 
an 
adequate supply of wildlife must 
be left for breeding purposes. 
In 
other words, only a cretain per­ 
centage of the crop may be 
re­ 
moved each year—either through 
hunting or from other 
causes— 
without endangering 
the 
entire 
supply. Once more wildlife is re­ 
moved then 
in 
advisable, 
the 
species begins a rapid decline. 
Some authorities are 
inclined

to think that during this decline, 
nature sometimes turns 
against 
the threatened species by destroy­ 
ing their fertility. These two fac­ 
tors then result in a terrific drop 
in the species, which will result in 
complete extermination if drastic 
measures are 
not 
taken. 
This 
happened in the case of the pas­ 
senger pigeon—and can 
happen 
again in the case of any form of 
wildlife, including the mourning 
dove. 


DOLEFUL NOTE 


The mourning dove 
which so 
closely resembles 
the 
vanished 
passenger pigeon, gets its name* 
from its doleful mournful note. 
The mourning dove is important 
as a game bird in a few of the 
southern states, such as Alabama, 
Tennessee, Georgia, 
Mississippi, 
South 
Carolina 
and 
northern 
Florida, and also in western and 
southwestern states. 
Despite its 
delicate appearance, the mourn­ 
ing dove is one of the most fas­ 
cinating of game birds, largely be­ 
cause its speed on the wing makes 
it a most 
difficult 
target. 
Its 
normal flight speed of 
30 to 40 
miles per hour is not much less 
than that of some of the ducks, 


which for a bird so much smaller, J 
gives an 
appearance 
of 
even i 
greater speed. 
The mourning dove, in 
com­ 
mon with practically 
all 
other 
birds of this family, is multiple- 
brooded, which means that it has 
a long breeding season. Only two 
eggs are laid at one 
time, 
but 
several layings are 
made 
each 
year. 
In the south the mourning 
dove is both resident and migra­ 
tory. 
This paradoxical statement 
is explained by the fact that some 
of the birds remain in the south 
the year round, and that flocks 
from the north migrate 
to 
the 
south during the winter season. 


MAKESHIFT NEST 


The mourning dove builds a re­ 
markably makeshift nest, usually 
just a handful of twigs tossed to­ 
gether so loosely that the eggs are 
in danger of either falling out of 
it or dropping through holes in the 
poor structure. 
This slovenliness 
is easily understood, however, for 
the bird is poorly equipped for 
nest building. Both its bill and 
feet are ill-adapted to the import­ 
ant business of building a sub­ 
stantial home. 
One peculiarity of the mourning 
dove is the sharp whistling of its 
wings while in 
flight. 
Another 
distinctive habit of the bird, espe­ 
cially during the nesting and mat­ 
ing season, is that of the 
male, 
who rises from his perch with a 
vigorous flapping of wings, flys at 
a sharp angle to a height 
of 
a 


hundred feet or more, then ceases j 
his wing flapping and sails on mo­ 
tionless wings to the same or an­ 
other perch. 
This 
performance 
seems intended solely to impress 
the female. 
The mourning dove is one of the 
most useful of all birds. 
If feeds 
extensively on weed 
seeds. 
It j 
frequently eats insects, preferably! 
grasshoppers, but on 
the 
whole 
prefers a vegetable diet. 
MAIN PROBLEM 
One of the main problems of the 
mourning dove is centered around 
its breeding habits. 
As has been 
said, the bird has a long breeding 
season. 
Investigations made 
at 
the Cooperative Wildlife Research 
Unit operated by 
the 
American 
Wildlife Institute, Alabama Poly­ 
technic Institute, Alabama Depart- 
men of Conservation and 
U. S. 
Biological Survey in Alabama re­ 
veal that in the south this breed­ 
ing season runs well past Septem­ 
ber 1, which is the usual date for 
the open season to begin. 
When 
hunting begins that early, it means 
that each dove that goes into 
a 
sportsman’s bag may leave one or 
two nestlings without means 
of 
sustenance. 
The 
September 
1 
opening date has been well estab­ 
lished by custom in most of the 
localities in which the mourning 
dove is an important game bird. 
The Biological Survey, of course 
has the legal right to move the 
season back arbitrarily, 
without 
considering the desires 
of 
the' 
sportsman, whose money plays so 1 


important a part in the preserva- 
and restoration of American wild­ 
life. 
However, as most everyone 
realizes now. the Biological Sur­ 
vey does not ever wish to act in an 
arbitrary manner. 
The 
Survey 
would rather make the sportsman 
realize that the breeding season, 
extends well into the present open 
shooting season and get his whole 
hearted Support of a later season, 
before taking drastic steps. 
Experience has led the Bureau to 
believe that the sportsman 
him­ 
self is the first to advocate sane 
methods of preserving and restor­ 
ing the wildlife that gives him his 
enjoyment. 
It is felt 
that 
the 
cause of the mourning dove can 
be served not by arbitrarily mov­ 
ing the opening date back several 
weeks of more, but by doing it 
gradually, all 
the 
time 
doing 
everything possible 
to 
acquaint 
the sportsman 
with 
the 
little 
known fact that for a long time 
the mourning dove has been fair 
prey during the breeding season. 
Thus it is felt that in 
time 
of 
problem that is important if the 
mourning dove is to survive in 
great numbers can be settled to 
the satisfaction of all.

The use of ceresan and other 
disinfectants for the control

For shots such as this, use the 
smallest lens opening on your cam­ 
era, as you need extra “depth of 
field.” It won’t m atter If the nearest 
objects are slightly out of focus, but 
they shouldn’t be too “fuzzy.” 
Try some double-exposure tricks. 
For example, a close-up shot of a 
newspaper page—and then a close- 
up of a person on the same film. Use 
a dark background for the shot of 
the person. You can produce some 
unusual “combination” effects in 
this manner. 
Try all these stunts — and keep 
your eyes open for other novel (pic­ 
ture chances.

Certain 
problems confront those who seek 
to prevent this splendid bird from 
joining

extinct 
passenger 
pigeon, which it so closely resem­ 
bles. 
In the mourning dove’s resem­ 
blance to the gone but not 
for­ 
gotten passenger pigeon lies part 
of our story. 
In contour and col­ 
oring there is a marked similarity. 
The passenger pigeon, however, 
was a bit 
larger. 
The 
extinct 
species and the 
mourning 
dove 
look very much alike in one out­ 
standing respect—they are 
the 
only native American doves with 
long pointed 
tails. 
All 
others 
have square tails. 
The 
similarity 
between 
the 
mourning dove and the passenger 
pigeon is constantly giving rise to 
reports that individuals of the ex­ 
tinct species have been seen. Old 
timers, who can remember the 
passenger pigeon, will get hasty 
glance at a mourning dove—and 
immediately 
become 
convinced 
they have seen a specimen of the 
vanished birds. The U. S. Biolog­ 
ical Survey is constantly receiving 
reports of passenger pigeons hav­ 
ing been seen. 
For many years the Survey sent 
ornithologists in investigate 
the 
more promising of these reports 
and even continued to do so after 
the fact of extermination had been 


completely established. 
Nothing j 
ever came of 
these 
expeditions' 
and we may well accept the truth 1 
that the passenger pigeon is ex­ 
tinct. 
What was probably

last living member of this species 
died in 1914 in the Cincinnati Zoo.

The passenger pigeon had 
undoubtedly been extinct in the 
wild some time before 1914. 
NO MYSTERY 
Despite many far-fetched ex­ 
planations— such as that climatic 
disturbances 
exterminated 
t h e 
species or even that 
they 
were 
blown to sea to perish—there is no 
mystery about the extinction of 
the passenger pigeon. 
His entire 
race was slaughtered by man. The 
story of that slaughter is as shame­ 
ful as the record of any mass m ur­ 
der in history—and one of which 
the white man cannot be proud. 
Perhaps never before had there 
been such a bounty of one species 
of wildlife as there was 
of 
the 
passenger pigeon when the white 
man discovered America. 
Liter­ 
ally billions of birds were found 
in single flocks. 
Their flight act­ 
ually blacked out the sun, as ef­ 
fectively as 
an 
eclipse. 
They 
would frequently settle on trees 
in such numbers as to cause large 
limbs to break off. 
They were so 
plentiful that they could often be 
beaten to the ground from flights 
with no more equipment than a 
leng stick. That was not so many 
years ago. 


Today there isn’t a single pas­ 
senger pigeon left in the world— 
and greedy cruel market hunters 
are responsible for the bird’s ex­ 
tinction. 
The story of how hun­ 
dreds of thousands of these birds 
were trapped, their heads snapped 
with pincers; the story 
of 
how 
hundreds of thousands of nesting 
passenger pigeons were ruthlessly 
slain; the story of how thousands 
of barrels of these 
birds 
were 
shipped to market not a 
pretty 
story. 


REVOLTING STORY 


It is a story so revolting 
that 
one does not like to even 
think 
about it. 
It is a part of our his­ 
tory that will bother 
the 
con­ 
sciences of thoughtful people for 
all time. 
If the vast numbers of 
passenger pigeons could be wiped 
out, then no species of wildlife is 
safe from extermination, unless a 
constant vigil is maintained. 
It is a significant 
fact 
about 
wildlife that nature herself often 
will turn against 
a 
threatened 
species. Modern wildlife manage­ 
ment stresses the fact 
that 
an 
adequate supply of wildlife must 
be left for breeding purposes. 
In 
other words, only a cretain per­ 
centage of the crop may be 
re­ 
moved each year—either through 
hunting or from other 
causes— 
without endangering 
the 
entire 
supply. Once more wildlife is re­ 
moved then 
in 
advisable, 
the 
species begins a rapid decline. 
Some authorities are 
inclined

to think that during this decline, 
nature sometimes turns 
against 
the threatened species by destroy­ 
ing their fertility. These two fac­ 
tors then result in a terrific drop 
in the species, which will result in 
complete extermination if drastic 
measures are 
not 
taken. 
This 
happened in the case of the pas­ 
senger pigeon—and can 
happen 
again in the case of any form of 
wildlife, including the mourning 
dove. 


DOLEFUL NOTE 


The mourning dove 
which so 
closely resembles 
the 
vanished 
passenger pigeon, gets its name* 
from its doleful mournful note. 
The mourning dove is important 
as a game bird in a few of the 
southern states, such as Alabama, 
Tennessee, Georgia, 
Mississippi, 
South 
Carolina 
and 
northern 
Florida, and also in western and 
southwestern states. 
Despite its 
delicate appearance, the mourn­ 
ing dove is one of the most fas­ 
cinating of game birds, largely be­ 
cause its speed on the wing makes 
it a most 
difficult 
target. 
Its 
normal flight speed of 
30 to 40 
miles per hour is not much less 
than that of some of the ducks, 


which for a bird so much sm aller,) 
gives an 
appearance 
of 
even i 
greater speed. 
The mourning dove, in 
com­ 
mon with practically 
all 
other 
birds of this family, is multiple- 
brooded, which means that it has 
a long breeding season. Only two 
eggs are laid at one 
time, 
but 
several layings are 
made 
each 
year. 
In the south the mourning 
dove is both resident and migra­ 
tory. 
This paradoxical statement 
is explained by the fact that some 
of the birds remain in the south 
the year round, and that flocks 
from the north migrate 
to 
the 
south during the winter season. 


MAKESHIFT NEST 


The mourning dove builds a re­ 
markably makeshift nest, usually 
just a handful of twigs tossed to­ 
gether so loosely that the eggs are 
in danger of either falling out of 
it or dropping through holes in the 
poor structure. 
This slovenliness 
is easily understood, however, for 
the bird is poorly equipped for 
nest building. Both its bill and 
feet are ill-adapted to the import­ 
ant business of building a sub­ 
stantial home. 
One peculiarity of the mourning 
dove is the sharp whistling of its 
wings while in 
flight. 
Another 
distinctive habit of the bird, espe­ 
cially during the nesting and mat­ 
ing season, is that of the 
male, 
who rises from his perch with a 
vigorous flapping of wings, flys at 
a sharp angle to a height 
of 
a 


hundred feet or more, then ceases. 
his wing flapping and sails on mo­ 
tionless wings to the same or an­ 
other perch. 
This 
performance 
seems intended solely to impress 
the female. 
The mourning dove is one of the 
most useful of all birds. 
If feeds 
extensively on weed 
seeds. 
It j 
frequently eats insects, preferably! 
grasshappers, but on 
the 
whole 
prefers a vegetable diet. 
MAIN PROBLEM 
One of the main problems of the 
mourning dove is centered around 
its breeding habits. 
As has been 
said, the bird has a long breeding 
season. 
Investigations made 
at 
the Cooperative Wildlife Research 
Unit operated by 
the 
American 
Wildlife Institute, Alabama Poly­ 
technic Institute, Alabama Depart- 
men of Conservation and 
U. S. 
Biological Survey in Alabama re­ 
veal that in the south this breed­ 
ing season runs well past Septem­ 
ber 1, which is the usual date for 
the open season to begin. 
When 
hunting begins that early, it means 
that each dove that goes into 
a 
sportsman’s bag may leave one or 
two nestlings without means 
of 
sustenance. 
The 
September 
1 
opening date has been well estab­ 
lished by custom in most of the 
localities in which the mourning 
dove is an important game bird. 
The Biological Survey, of course 
has the legal right to move the 
season back arbitrarily, 
without 
considering the desires 
of 
the' 
sportsman, whose money plays so 


important a part in the preserva- 
and restoration of American wild­ 
life. 
However, as most everyone 
realizes now, the Biological Sur­ 
vey does not ever wish to act in an 
arbitrary manner. 
The 
Survey 
would rather make the sportsman 
realize that the breeding season 
extends well into the present open 
shooting season and get his whole 
hearted Support of a later season, 
before taking drastic steps. 
Experience has led the Bureau to 
believe that the sportsman 
him­ 
self is the first to advocate sane 
methods of preserving and restor­ 
ing the wildlife that gives him his 
enjoyment. 
It is felt 
that 
the 
cause of the mourning dove can 
be served not by arbitrarity mov­ 
ing the opening date back several 
weeks of more, but by doing it 
gradually, all 
the 
time 
doing 
everything possible 
to 
acquaint 
the sportsman 
with 
the 
little 
known fact that for a long time 
the mourning dove has been fair 
prey during the breeding season. 
Thus it is felt that in 
time 
of 
problem that is important if the 
mourning dove is to survive in 
great numbers can be settled to 
the satisfaction of all.
